Nothing like it waa evei eeen 
here hsfoie. The killing of Coke baa 
aroused intense Interest in the whole 
southern end of tbe county, and there 
was aome little talc of a mob t>y some, 
hut the good sense and respect ror law 
of tbe citizens of the county will never 
let such a thiDg materialize. 

At the concluaion of the testimony 
for tbe commonwealth, Mener and 
Mercer announced that tbe defendant 
would walre any futncr examination, 
and Judge Moorman ordered that be 
be held to awa't the action of the 
grand jury, witnout bail, and Clark 
as remanded to bail. The evi lence 
Iduced against him waa circumstan- 
tial; DUt it was ahown that he was ar- 
rested at Sand Knob, M miles from his 
I near Hudson : that be had told 
Wm.

Holland, knew a good 
deal but be wasn't going to tell it. Tbe 
others oostalra told biiu what they 
bad told Arthur Beard, the deputy 
sheriff, and Holland said he had told 
H. Beard the same thing Other pro 
perty of Coke s, a razor and two 
knives were also identified, but they 
were in Clark's pjssission before the 
Killing. Thes-f are tue chief pjiots 
broogbt against him. Clark is a voung 
man of about 2'-' years of age with 
ligbt brown hair and blue eyes, aad 
bas fairly inreligent face. Tbe senti- 
ment of tbe people seems to be rather 
against him. The cases against the 
othsrs will Ik- called to morrow, and 
it may be tbat some of tbe others will 
waive an examination. 



THE EVIDENCE. 



There was

Lee Bishop was the first wituess call 
I. He was tbe coroner who held the 
inquest over the dead body ot John A. 
Coke. He round the body king la 
front ot his honse. He was lying on 
right side shot in the bieast with 
ingle barrel slat gun. He found 
*2'i in tbe right. hip p*eaet A broken 
tobacco stic* waa shown Mr. Bishop. 

ho said it was the tarue stick ne 

und near the body. 

Pias Tucker was the ne X t witness. 
He discovered the body while he was 
going to his work the next morning 
auout ?o clock. Didn t make examina- 
tion. Said the last time he saw Mr. 
OOM was the evening before about 
'clock at Hudsonville. He bought 
two pair hinges and paid CM a bale ol 
wire. A vest was shown Mr. Tucker. 

He said it belonged to Coke. He al- 
so recognized a coat which beoaged to 
the dead man and waa the sume goods 
as tbe vest. The coat had been worn 
In tbe tain and was the same coat 
found on the prisoner when captured. 
The witnes said he found *21U in an 
over shoe that wis under tbe bed in 
room occupied by Coke. 

Ed Butler was next put on tne 
stand. He was asked about tbe fire 
In tne tire place. Ha said the wood 
was iu the tire place ready to kindle, 
bnt saw no signs of a fire being 
made. Looked like a man bad 
live, I the wood for making the tire but 
was called away before he got through. 

Arthur Beard aeputy sheriff was tne 
next witness and the officer who arrest- 
ed Clark near Sand Knob N miles 
distant from his home near Hudson. 
He arrested Clark about 9 o'clock Mon- 
day night. He recognized the coat 
shown him as being tbe same coat 
tbe piiaoner bad on when he arrested 
him. This coat belonged to the vest 
and suit worn by Coke before bis 
death. 

Cbaa. Bnt,ler deputy sheriff was with 
Beard and helped make tbe arrewi. Ho 
corroborated the statement of I ; • n .1 



Will Chauey was calleii be recogniz 
ed the gun produced to him and said it 
was tbe same gun he saw Clark with 
before the Killing. It was a singb 
ban 'I loadei. 

Bob Clark saw tbe prisoner to- next 
morning after tne killing m< t him in 
the winds as be was going to 
brothers As he retumd he met the 
pnsjnei again in the wood*. He had 
tbe gnu Said Clark remarked to bim 
in a joking way "I believe I will gel 
out and Rill au old man and get me 
nine money ' This conversation 
before the killing. He had on his 
son at the time two pocket knives a 
razot collar button und coat. Clark 
snid ne won tbe knives, razor and 
gun in a game of poker with the prl 
sorter.

Clarencee Stillwell said it was^the 
same razor. 

R. A. Sbellman jailor of Brecken- 
ridge county said bu beard Hilland 
one of the prisoners in tbe jail talaing 
to the other prisoners through the 
sewer pipe in tbt> iail. Holland said 
"be knew a great deal about the kill- 
ing but was, not going to tell it."

• Sometmes yon are told of a nice 
man who is in the whiskey busiuess. 
It you estimate the nioetv of a man 
by bis politeness, 1 grant you will And 
many nice saloon Keepers. It Is 
possible tor any sane man to engage 
in that traffic which will destroy bis 
fellow-man. The man is in it tor the 
money the revenue. 

"Whenever you hear a man stand 
for the respectability of a saloon, tell 
him there is no respectability in a 
law-breaking business. 

"The whiskey people have publicly 
dclared that they most cultivate B n 
appetite for whiskey in trie younger 
generations tuat are coming on or 
their business in future years will bo 
ruined. They would have their drum- 
mers to advise each rum seller to give 
young boys whiskey tree in order to 
cultivate an appetite among them for

Then our riurpos* should he to save 
these boys and girls "Tbe hue and 
cry comes up that local option destroys 
property value 1 have evidence from 
a saloon keeper himself that will prove 
tbe absurdity of this claim A saloon 
man told me tbat he built a #13,000 
home in Louisville, a saloon was set up 
in tbe neighborhood ; he sold tbe bouse 
for f '■ ooo ; built another for tlO.000 ; 
a saloon was started near it; this one 
be sold for #5, 000 and nally bad to 
move into a section where tbe people 
bad already voted whiskey o 
bad sons and daughters and wanted to 
protect them. 

"Have you ever known a saloon to 
enhance the value of a single piece ot 
property. I would ratbet see the 
streets of any town grow ur in blue 
grass than to see a town fill ad up with 
saloons, 

"Have you ever seen a Town Board 
tbat has said 'out with tbe saloon' be. 
cause it is a nusianee? No. Bnt have 
ynu not seen the same Town Board say 
■out with a pig pen' because it is a 
nusianee I will take s pig pen on 
every corner rather than to have one sa- 
loon. Town Boards are awful quick to 
abate ail nusiances except whiskey. 
Strange they never get to that.

"Danville has not had saloons for 
thirty five years. Her tax rate i 
cents on the hundred dollars. 

"Frankfort, the worst Kept town in 
Kentucky, bas fifty three saloons: a 
tax rate of $1.50 on tbe hundred 
dollars an a poll tax to tbe limit. 

Maytield has had no saloons for 
thirty years. A vote was taken re 
cently and tbe local option people won 
by a 10 to 1 majority The follows that 
signed tbe petition for an election vot 
ed tor local option.

About fifty miles north of the Big 
Horn Mountains, and forty miles south 
from the Yellowstone River, in south- 
eastern Montana, live the tribe of fear- 
less Northern Cheyenne Indians. A 
few decades ago they ranged the great 
plains, following the buffalo, but are 
now attached to the Tongue River 
Agency. 

The men are tall, well-built, brave; 
and their women are proverbially 
chaste. With the disappearance of the 
game and the decadence of inter-tribal 
arrlng. the young braves have had 
little or no opportunity to show their 

In the »ummer of 1890, twa young 
men — Head Chief and Young Mule — 
who had failed to find ravor with the 
maidens of their choice, took to the 
path ta win distinction and wives. 
A moon! and the disappointed lovers, 
wearing their eagle feathers red- 
tipped, as warriors do, were again at 
home. 

Rumors of their return soon reached 
their Agent, whor recalled that a white 
herder living near the reservation had 
been missing from his home for nearly 
a month. 

Th« Murder of a Sheep Herder. 

The returned braves were question- 
ed. They openly admitted going on 
the war-path and killing the herder. A 
detachment of the two troops of caval- 
ry stationed at the Agency, assisted by 
softs Northern Cheyennes, made 
search for the body. It was found on 
the evening of September 9, and had 
been scalped. % 

Fearing trouble, three additional 
troops were hurriedly sent from Fort 
Keogh, Montana, and the Agent called 
a council of the chiefs and head-men, 
demanding that they arrest and de- 
liver the murderers. 

Two Moons, the war chief, battle- 
scarred and old, pleaded for the young 
braves, offering a ransom of thirty 
ponies for the dead herder. This was 
declined. Chief Amelcan Horse taea 
arose and said his warriors would 
light if the soldiers attempted to take 
the young braves alive; and that their 
final message was: 

"Select the place of meeting, and we 
will come and die In your sight, fight 
lag the soldiers." 

The council was dismissed, and the 
Indians returned in the evening to 
their lodges In tha hills south of the 
Agency.

This plan of developing the internal 
resources of the country and making 
homes of waste pla. es, is splendid in 
its scope, and appears to be entirely 
practicable and profitable. Take for 
instance, the single example of the 
swamp lands of the Kankakee River 
basin in Indiana and Illinois. Here 
are some 4u0 thousand acres of the 
very richest of bottom lands, but sub- 
ject to overflow. They aro worthless 
except where they have been r< . laimd 
through expensive private drainage 
works, when they have become worth 
$lou. and ll.'O. an acre. Yet it is es- 
timated by the government surveyors 
and engineers that the entire system 
could be effectively drained at a cost 
in the neighborhood of I ID. an acre. 
The same can be said of the lands of 
the Red River Valley in Miunesota. 
These Include the finest grain and 
farm lands in the northwest except 
that they are frequently overflowed. It 
would be worth millions of dollars to 
the farmers and settlers, who would 
occupy these lands in small tracts, to 
have a perfect system of drainage pro- 
vided.

chatted beneath its branches. He 
quoted much poetry that bad been in- 
spired by reverence for trees, and 
closed with a splendid recitation of 
the familiar poem, "Woodman Spare 
That Tree " 

Cameron Won the Day. 
The matter took up considerable 
space In the Congressional record, the 
Committee on the Library, having the 
Capitol Improvements under Its con- 
trol, canvassed tho question, and the 
tree was allowed to stand, despite tho 
fact that it would block for all the 
days of its life one of the great marble 
approaches to the Capitol. 

A large mound of earth Is heaped 
around the roots of the big elm, and 
this is kept carefully sodded that the 
trie's health may be conserved. Not 
long ago it became necessary to saw 
off a large limb, and at the point of 
amputation, paint, cement and tin have 
been applied that the tree may not suf- 
fer from the surgery.

The Kind of Grass. 
Kentucky blue grass Is undoubtedly 
the great lawn maker for all that sec- 
tion of the Atlantic coast region north 
of Washington. D. C. and for the Al- 
legheny region as far south as north- 
Georgia. Blue grass thrives best 
in a comparatively retentive, strong 
" vhere there is an abundance but 

I'pon soils of a lighter character in 
this region, In localities where preci- 
pitation is greater, such grasses as red- 
top, Rhode Island bent grass, creeping 
bent grass, and white clover are more 
-be relied upon for lawn making 
than blue grass. Redtop, Rhode Is- 
land bent grass, and creeping bent 
grass all have tlje same ability to 
make a compact and deep award, as 
in the case of blue grass. In fact, 
under certain conditions redtop and 
the bent grasses are able to make a 
softer, although not a more permanent, 
turf than does the blue grass. Upon 
the light soils found in the States 
routh of the latitude of Washington, 
D. C. white clover forms an important 
feature in lawn mixtures. 

In general, because of the varied 
conditions of shade and moisture ex- 
isting upon a lawn as the result of 
trees, shrubs, and architectural ob- 
jects, mixtures are more desirable 
than pure grasses.

This law enacted in ISS* -forbids 
under IMi—itll the Helling of liquor 
except at oertaiu locations agreed 
upon by citizens of the town or rest, 
dents of the block where it is permit- 
ted fa a lee that goes to waintian the 
city, comity and Htate 1'ntil the pass- 
age of this act there wan no effective 
law on the statute books to suppress 
the cmss roads groceries that Hourishe I 
like npas trees throughout tii state. 
Foi the good that has been done, many 
highly honorable citizens oppose the re 
peal oi the law. Many who take tins 
position are actuated oy unselGsl, 
motives, while others no doubt, are 
selfishly interested in having the law 
retained. With a due regard for the 
opinioc of others 1 give my views |as 
it is my duty to do. and leave ypu to 

jonr judgment tell yon is right. 

In my opinion, as far as the law goes 
In the direction ot eradicating the 
liquor business, it is gcod ; but it does 
not go far enough If the liquor busi 
ness is an evil thing it should not be 
permitted at all. Certainly the law 
should not sanction sncb a business, 
and by licensing it make the state a

debauchery and crime: In this respect 
it is indefensible from any moral 
standpoint. If it be Insisted that nun 
will drink and sell liquor any wav.and 
the state may as well profit by their 
appetite, and lost for gam, it ronld 
with equal force be argued that men 
will kill. and therefoie the state should 
licens • murder in certain forms and 
in certain places so as to pioflt by 
this weakness ot mankind. 

If It be said that the licensing of the 
liquor traffic lie iustifiaule when the 
proceeds of the license go to help 
maintain our worthy institutions, the 
answer should lie: The stHte of Mis 
sonri ip wealthy enougn to support 
adequately its institutions without 
making them owe their distance to 
the licensing of a business that degrades 
the youth and pollutes the morals of 
men If it be right to maintain our 
inirutions in put bv the lic>o»ing 
Of the wrong, the same principle 
would justify the support of our in- 
stitutions wholly and even the State 
government from the tiuits of Legaliz- 
ed crime The. government of Monte 
Carlo uraws its sustenance Irom the 
licensing ot tne gambling table, but 
such an idea is aohoient to every Mis- 
sonnan It it would be wrong to sop 
port the" State government by putting 
a pi ice on evil, it is wiong to license 
the liquot traffic at all. This is not j
